To Captain Cowan, the witness said that 
the position of the sentry would be one of 
standing in the light and looking into dark- 
ness. Two “A” Reserves, four Volunteers 
and himself (also a Volunteer) comprised the 
guard on the night of December There 
were no Regular Army menibers on duty. 


CALLER AT THE GATE 


A witness, who on Wednesday was 
acquitted by général courtmartial of charges 
brought against him, was the next witness. 
He said that about 8.45 p.m, oh December 
23rd the bell at the entrance gate rang, and 
he went to answer it, having first switched 
on two lights, one of which illuminated the 
inner gate and the other ‘the outer gate. He 
went through a wicket in the inner gate and 
saw & civilian standing outside the outer gate. 
This man told witness he had a parcel for 
Captain Curran, and asked witness would he 
give\it ló Gdptain: Curran himself or would 
witneas take,it.. Witness said that he would 
take it.
